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School Supt. Van Tassel starts 


giving brief reports to School Board

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel is 
becoming more of a presence at the regular 
school board meetings. He’s always 
been there, but he’s taking on a stronger 
leadership role. 

A new item was put on the agenda at 
Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education: 
“Superintendent’s Report.” 

At meetings in the past, Supt. Van 
Tassel has sat quietly during regular board 
meetings and only spoken up when asked a 
question or he had something brief to add 
to an agenda item. 

On Monday, Supt. Van Tassel said this 
new item will be on the agenda for his 
comments from now on. 

On Monday, he reported on the first day 
of school, calling it “very successful.” He 
said his central office staff was out at all 
the schools and he got into every single 
classroom in the district. 

He said there were some bus problems, 
but they are making progress. 

“I was very pleased with the first day,” 
Van Tassel said. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said there were 80 
kids from Owen School to be transported 
to the Boys & Girls Club at Edgemont 
and there was only room for 30. That got 
worked out. 

Next, Van Tassel spoke of the student 
count, saying Monday’s meeting was held 
just a few days into the school year and he 
would give a more complete report at the 
next regular board meeting (Oct. 12). 

He said this year the count dropped in 
Kindergarten numbers and there was a bit 
of a drop at the high school, with a small 
freshman class and a higher than usual 
senior class. There’s a difference of 50 kids 
and that’s a lot when you think of $7,000 
from the state for each kid, he said. 

Trustee Frazier said she thinks the board 
needs to address online programs. She said 
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two former students are now in school 
completely online. They will be missing 
sports and extra-curricular activities, she 
pointed out. 

“The education process has been turned 
upside down,” Frazier said. 

Van Tassel said he is aware of that and 
there are several kids in the high school 
taking some classes online. 

The third thing Van Tassel wanted to talk 
about was the staff survey taken the week 
before in order to get credit for professional 
development. 

Van Tassel turned that part of his report 
over to Director of Instruction Jeff Moore, 
who said on Sept. 1 and 2 the staff had 
professional development days and then 
they were able to take an electronic survey 
on how they liked the sessions. He said 
they ranked each session from a 1, the 
lowest score, to a 5, the highest. 

He said the overall scores were mostly 4s, 
he said, which would be A’s. He said there 
were 3s, as well, and a3 is a B, Moore said. 
[Retired teachers in the audience quietly 
disputed his comments on the grades, 
noting 5 would be an A.] 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the nomination of Christina 
Whisenhunt as a representative to Wayne 
RESA’s Parent Advisory Committee. 
The board’s previous representative’s 
appointment has expired; 

e Approved the resignations of non- 
instructional staff members Vernor Wilson 
from Food Service after 10 years as of Aug. 
19 and Kisma Davis of Transportation after 
one year as of Aug. 25. Also approved 
the hiring of Jamie Baker as a parapro at 
Rawsonville as of Sept. 8; 

e Approved the resignations in instructional 
staff: Megan King of Edgemont after five 
years as of Aug. 20; Matthew Kazmierski 
of Owen after two years as of Aug. 24; 
Bridget Dennehy of Rawsonville after one

Sumpter promotes 
Set. Patrick Gannon 


to police lieutenant

Sgt. Patrick Gannon was promoted to 
police lieutenant with his family around 
him in a ceremony attended by most of the 
Sumpter Township Police Department. 

This was at the regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees on 
Sept. 8. 

34" District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green swore Lt. Gannon in and 
then helped his four children unpin his 
old sergeant’s badge and pin on the new 
lieutenant’s badge. They also had planned 
to remove the old stripes on his collar and 
replace them with new stripes, but Judge 
Green found they weren’t available. 

“They’re still at the uniform shop,” 
explained Captain Eric Luke from the back 
of the meeting room and people in the 
crowded room laughed good-naturedly. 

Supervisor John Morgan moved to the 
agenda item on the promotion by saying 
Patrick Gannon “is one of my favorite 
people.” 


Police Chief Jim Pierce said when he 
first got to Sumpter there was a chief 
and then the corporals. He said with that 
organization, at times a corporal had to run 
the department. 

He said there is a good second in 
command right now, referring to Captain 
Luke, and now Gannon will be third in 
command. Then there are two sergeants, 
two corporals, and then police officers. The 
detective is in a separate category. He is a 
corporal, but is in charge at a crime scene. 

Chief Pierce said he wanted a chain of 
command for legal reasons. 

He said this is what the structure is for 
the time being, but he would like another 
lieutenant in the future and attorney Rob 
Young asked him to hold off talking about 
that at this point because of collective 
bargaining constraints. 

Supervisor Morgan said he remembers

when Gannon and Luke joined the 
department at the same time. 

“He and Luke were like twins, all spit 
and polish,” recalled Morgan. “I remember 
saying to myself one of these will be the 
chief before I leave.” 

Chief Pierce said Lt. Gannon has done 
a lot for the department, noting Gannon 
painted the station inside and out and 
planted shrubbery. He sees what needs 
doing and just does it without asking for 
any money, Chief Pierce said. 

“And, he’s honest,” Chief Pierce said. 
“lve never had Sgt. Gannon tell me 
anything that wasn’t true.” 

“I saw him cleaning out the dog pen in 
civilian clothes,” said Supervisor Morgan. 
“That says a lot.” 

“He’s also a resident of Sumpter 
Township,” said Trustee Peggy Morgan 
and other members of the board joined in 
their approval of that fact. 

After the ceremony, Lt. Gannon was 
applauded by the board and crowd. 

In a memo to the board, Chief Pierce 
outlined Gannon’s background, including 
that he has lived in Sumpter since 1992 and 
is a 1990 graduate of Western Michigan 
University where he received a bachelor 
of science in Criminal Justice. He is a 
2014 graduate of the prestigious advanced 
training course of Eastern Michigan School 
of Police Staff and Command Executive 
Leadership Program. 

“His promotion to lieutenant will allow 
the department to build upon the high 
level of professional police services that 
the community and the township board 
have grown accustomed to,” Chief Pierce 
wrote. 

He said Lt. Gannon will receive 
the contract-mandated 3% rank wage 
differential above his current sergeant 
wage. 

In other business at the Sept. 8 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved having Sumpter Collision 
paint the old police car that will be used 
by the fire chief at a cost of $1,900. When 
it was revealed no bids were taken, Trustee 
Morgan said Jim Chudzinski always does a 
great job and can beat anyone around. And, 
she said, he is active in the community and 
supports community events. Supervisor 
Morgan questioned whether it was wise 
to spend $1,900 on a car that old, worth 
$3,000. Fire Chief Joe Januszyk said it is a 
2011 vehicle with 127,000 miles and runs 
well; 

e Approved spending $1,082 for Priority 
One Emergency to mount lights and siren 
onto the that same former police car for fire 
department use; 

e Formally approved the promotion of 
Sgt. Gannon to the position of lieutenant, 


contingent upon his successful completion 
of a one-year probationary period; 

e Heard Lydia Graber say she had an 
“unfortunate experience” with an employee 
when she came into township hall to pay her 
tax bill and get a dog license. She said she 
is disabled and, “I felt very disrespected as 
a person.” Supervisor Morgan apologized, 
“if they appeared to disrespect you ... I’m 
sure they didn’t mean to.” He offered to get 
the video of what took place and show it to 
her. She offered to do training to make the 
township more handicapped accessible; 
and 

e Heard a property owner across Oakville 
Waltz from Sumpter Township complain 
about having to pay $8,600 for a water 
connection (water hookup and contracting 
cost) to replace a current spaghetti line. 
Spaghetti lines are illegal. She wanted to 
make payments, but Deputy Treasurer 
Karen Armatis said the property is not in 
Sumpter Township and the township can’t 
loan out money.

Danielle Smith to teach English at McBride 
Middle School; Keyon Hoskins, third 
grade, Rawsonville; Kim Ferrell, special 
education at BHS; Fatima Thompson, 
no assignment noted at Rawsonville; 
Victoria Henderson, ELA at McBride 
Middle School; John Hill, English, and 
Robert Taylor, Math in New Tech, both at 
BHS; and Keith Kelsey, music at Owen 
Intermediate; 

e Heard Director of Instruction Moore 
give a presentation on a plan to analyze 
data of all kinds to impact student learning. 
The project is called Data Dialogue based 
on the book “Got Data? Now What?” 
It starts with Principals’ training Oct. 
7 and 8 in Novi and continues through 
district training Nov. 3. He said in the past 
analyzing data has been different at each 
school and now there will be a districtwide, 
systematic approach; 

e Heard Board President Brent Mikulski 
turn the meeting over to vice president 
Martha Toth to explain the 41 pages of board 
policy revisions proposed, only to have Van 
Tassel say he would be doing the Board 
Policy presentation. This is considered the 
First Reading of the changes.

Belleville Council sets joint meeting 
with DDA to make plans for city

A joint meeting between the Belleville City 
Council and the Downtown Development 
Authority will be held at 6 p.m., Wednesday, 
Oct. 21, at city hall. 

The meeting was set during the Sept. 8 
regular city council session. 

The council and DDA will meet to do 
some planning for the city. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson told 
the council to come in costume to the 
meeting since it is the DDA’s Belleville 
Booville meeting. She said there also is sure 
to be food. 

The meeting is open to the public. 

In other business at the Sept. 8 meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved Victory Park usage by the 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts to rent 
out spaces during the city wide yard sale; 

e Tabled a request from the Plymouth 
YMCA for a “Dash in Disguise” family fun 
run on Oct. 24 during Booville because no 
one was present to discuss the proposal; 

e Approved the mayor’s appointment of 
Alicia McGovern, of Edward Jones on 
Rawsonville Road in Van Buren Township, 
to the Belleville DDA with a term to expire 
in December 2018. She will represent the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce, as 
a business within the district; 

e Approved the Oct. 17 5K Zombie Run 
or walk, at 9 a.m. with the race at 10 a.m. 
starting at Horizon Park, as presented by 
Marissa Higgins of Belleville High School 
New Tech; 


e Heard Councilman Tom Fielder ask 
about item #1 City Hall Security on the 
“Follow-up List” that has been on the list 
since Aug. 1, 2011. There was a proposed 
analysis of current building security. City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer said the item 
requires finances. At one time the price was 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, she said, 
and, “We hated to pour excessive amounts of 
money into this building.” Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger said a lot of places offer grants for 
security. The item remains on the list; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$123,836.74 and purchases in excess of 
$500: to All Seasons Landscaping, $607.96 
for a chainsaw for the fire department; to 
Emergency Reporting, $1,668 for software 
for the fire department; to Michigan 
Association of Planning, $650 for annual 
dues, general fund; to Wingfoot Tire, 
$7,242.12 for tires for the fire department; 
and to Wise Technologies, $573.75 for 
computer support for various departments; 

e Heard Mayor Kerreen Conley remind 
everyone that the applications for the 
Scarecrow Contest are due Sept. 25, 
although the scarecrows aren’t due until the 
first week in October. Last year there were 
20 scarecrows entered; 

¢ Heard Fire Chief Loranger ask everyone 
to keep police officers in their thoughts and 
prayers because, “There’s a lot of weird 
stuff going on”; and 

e Went into closed-door session to discuss 
pending union negotiations and went back 
into regular session only to adjourn.

mj moratorium 


On April 7, when the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees passed a six-month 
moratorium on accepting proposals for 
medical marijuana dispensaries, there were 
some board members who were skeptical. 
Could they get an ordinance ready in six 
months? No problem, they were told. 

Now, here they are with the moratorium 
about to expire and the work is not 
done. There have been three meetings 
of a committee that was going to make a 
recommendation. One meeting was a visit 
to growing operations and dispensaries in 
the city of Ypsilanti. 

The group is planning to meet again today 
to discuss providing a recommendation. 
But, an extension of the moratorium is 
needed because the work isn’t done. 

At Monday’s VBT work/study session, 
Trustee Hart asked for a timeline — planning 
is his strong suit — and the new director 
of planning and economic development 
Ron Akers drew up a six-month plan and 
presented it to the board on Tuesday. 

It’s a plan for an ordinance. No mention 
of the state legislation hobbling along in 
Lansing, which could knock out a local 
ordinance. That’s why Sumpter Township 
set aside its complete ordinance for now 
and also has a long moratorium going. On 
Friday, Sumpter police carried away two 
police cars full of marijuana from a growing 
operation on Harris Road. No citations yet. 
Medical marijuana is a confusing subject 
locally and statewide.

She said she 
called me first, then she’ll call Sumpter 
police. 

She said some senior citizens might be 
frightened into buying the insurance and 
she doesn’t want that to happen.

The report for Van Buren Public Schools 
for the 2014-15 school year (Sept. 1 
through Aug. 31) reports: 39 buses passing, 
16 yellow tags, and four red tags, for a total 
of 59 buses. The report said the red-tagged 
buses had to be repaired before they could 
go back on the road. 

The yellow tags are indications that the 
buses are in unsatisfactory condition, but 
safe for operation. They must be repaired 
within 60 days of the original inspection 
date. The “pass” grade indicates the total 
number of buses considered to be in 
satisfactory condition. 

MSP inspects all the buses annually and 
inspections are done throughout the year.

Just the facts, ma’am. I recently served 
two consecutive misdemeanor 90-day max 
sentences for trespassing on land where my 
tree service, firewood, and sawmill were set 
up on as per an ongoing 3-4 year agreement 
with the owner.

Luke Yanez, who turns 9 months old on 
Sept. 19, was born with no immune system 
and although the family has Medicaid 
coverage, there are many costs not covered, 
such as gasoline to and from the hospital.

VBT Planners approve 
site plan for Trilogy, set 
public hearing on hotel

In an unusually fast approval of a project, the 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission 
held a public hearing, granted preliminary 
site plan approval, and recommended to the 
township board special land-use approval for 
the project — all at the same meeting. 

This was at the Sept. 9 planning meeting, 
where the agenda was expanded from simply 
the announced public hearing for Trilogy 
Residences to include preliminary site plan 
approval, and a recommendation on special 
land use, plus a resolution to extend the 
marijuana moratorium for another six months, 
and a notice that Town Place Suites hotel was 
having another rezoning hearing. 

The brief meeting suddenly expanded. 

Usually, the planners have a public hearing 
at one meeting and then wait until the next 
meeting to vote on the proposal to give 
members of the public time to add their 
comments. 

This time, under the hand of the township’s 
new Director of Building and Planning Ron 
Akers, the process sped up. 

Trilogy (Bellridge Apartments) was seeking 
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approval to demolish its tennis courts at 41500 
Bellridge Boulevard, west of Independence 
Lane and north of the I-94 North Service 
Drive. It wants to construct a clubhouse and 
swimming pool there, to be used by residents 
in the existing apartment houses. 

After a public hearing with no comment 
from the public and a brief discussion, 
the commission voted unanimously to 
recommend to the township board special 
land use approval to demolish the tennis 
courts and build a swimming pool and 
clubhouse. 

Then it unanimously passed a resolution to 
grant preliminary site plan approval, making 
sure to keep the parking at the present 465 
spaces and converting two of those into 
handicapped spaces. 

Hotel Rezoning 

In another matter, Akers said that the last 
rezoning public hearing for Town Place 
Suites didn’t cover all the property needed 
to be rezoned for the project at the corner of 
Quirk and I-94 North Service Drive. 

So, he advertised a new public hearing for 
Sept. 23 in the Sunday Ann Arbor News, so 
the legal notice would be published enough 
days ahead to meet state requirements. 

He also said the hotel has revised its 
conditional rezoning agreement and will 
present it to the commission.
